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DOUGLAS  FIR  USE  BOOK

A  useful  book  for  engineers  in  the  design  of  wooden  structures  is  the 
"Douglas  Fir  Use  Book"  published  by  the  West  Coast  Lumbermen1 s  Association, 
36I4.  Stuart  Building,  Seattle,  Washington,  for  $1.00. 

The  Douglas  Fir  Use  Book  contains  209  pages  of  useful  information  on  basic 
laws  for  structural  grades,  determination  of  working  stresses,  dates  on 
particular  properties  and  facto ra-,  timber  connectors,  such  as  sp.lit-ring 
etc.,  and  its  use  in  modern  timbor  joints,  analysis  of  useful  span  - 
height  ratios  for  Joists  and  beasts,  formulas  .for  bending,  ,shear  and 
deflection,  and  conversion  factors  to  and  from  uniformly  distributed 
loads.    The  greater  oortion  of  th@  book  contains  tables  on  uniformly 
distributed  loads  for  joists  and  beams  from  3'  to  50,'   long,  of  various 
sizes  within  these  lengths.    For- each  size  is  indicated  total  load  "W" 
on  member  in  lbs.,  maximum  horizontal  shearing  stress  "S"  for  total  .load 
applied  in  lbs.  per  sq,  inch,  maximum  deflection  "d"  in  inches  for  total 
load  "V:"  and  total  load  "Wei"  in  lbs.  at  deflection  of  1/360  of  span. 
It  also  contains  tables  on  maximum  spans  for  joists  and  rafters  for  floor 
loads  from  I4.O  to  1^0  lbs,  per  sq.  foot,  and  other  tables  on  rafters  and 
roof  joists,  properties  of  posts  and  struts,  and  properties  of  studding. 
One  other  very  useful  table  is  "Inch-width  Span  Loads  -  Edges  Surfaced" 
for  unit  stresses  of  1,000  to  1,800  lbs.  in, spans  from  3'  to  50'  of  depth 
from  3";  to  LlO"  of  trW^S,d,  and  Wd"  as- indicated  above. 


Although  the  book  is  primarily  for  Douglas  Fir  use,  properties  of  other 
woods  can  be  easily  determined  by  conversion  or  ratio  factors. 

Supplement  No,  1  to  the  above  book  contains  details  o:\  bolted  joints, 
supplement  No.  2  contains  information  on  working  strengths  of  nails,  spikes, 
drift  bolts,  and  wood  screws  in  West  Coast  "Food,  and  Supplement  No.  3  is 
on  strengths  of  Lag  Screws  in  Douglas  Fir  with  Tables  of  Safe  Loads.
